We cannot go into the matter 
now, unless the matter xs enquired into by the Assistant Settlement 
Officer. That is the statutory position and we cannot mteifere now.

Mr Speaker — The consensus of opinion of all the Members seems 
to be hke this These ryots who were m possession on that particular 
date, 1 e , on the date of the passing of the Estates Abohtion Act, were 
evicted with the help of Police, m pursuance of the High Courtis order. 
Subsequently, the matter seems to have come before the Assistant 
Settlement OflScer either hy the parties themselves filing petitions 
or by the Assistant Settlement Officer himself takmg action sue moto. 
What the hon. Members honestly feel is this , the tenants have been 
unjustly evicted m spite of the provisions of the Act They were 
persons who were m possession as on the date when this Act came 
into force and they were evicted m pursuance of the High Court's deci- 
sion Now, what they are interested in is that if the matter is under 
considertion before the Assistant Settlement Officer^ will the Assistant 
Settlement Officer or the Gk)vernment take steps ultimately to restore 
possession to these ryots, either by taking the matter to the High Court 
or to the Supreme Court or if necessary by getting an Act passed. 
I tihnk that seems to be the consensus of opinion of the hon Members 
The hon Minister will please reply and then we will close the dis- 

eussio^* 

Sri N Bamackandra Reddy — This is a sound generalization As 
there is the High Court ipdgment, this situation has arisen In the 
normal course, this situation would not have arisen. As I suggested 
there are three alternatives the one is to go in appeal against the High 
Court's judgment to the Supreme Court; the second is, parties can 
approach the High Court and request the High Court to reconsider 
the matter;'and the third is, as per the statutory povisions^ the Assis 
tant Settlement Officer is empowered to enquire into the matter and 
grant ryotwari pattas, taking into consideration the previous position 
and all relevant factors. He can deliver judgment, and for the aggne* 
ved party theye are appellate stages for getting redressal. 

Mr Speaker —The Assistant Settlement Officer might declare 
their rights and subsequently again they will have to go to Court,

Eevery one of us, the membeis of the legislature and the 
public sliould co-operate m order to minimise these thmtrs 
This reminds me Sir, of tlie slatement made by Henry Clay once that 
*'Good Government is a trust The officials of the Government are 
trustees and the trust and the tiustees are created for the benefit of the 
people" If this wise statement of Ilemy Ckv is attempted to be 
implemented, I am suie our administiation will be better, purer and 
more efficient ?nd it ^mU lead to the "well-beang of the people at lar^e 
Unfortunately Su, oui Chief Ministei said that even among hi^ii 
officials, there is corruption When he said corruption, I am sure he 
did not mean onlv biibciy He must have meant also favouritism and 
nepotism Some of oui officials Sir, are rcallj excellent, but tfieie arc 
a few who aie victims of the prejudicco of caste, creed and community- 
Unless th<=^y eschew these prejudices and behave with some sort 
of determination rnd use above these prejudices our administration 
can neve^^ b^ purified. Pandit ji two years back or so wJuIe speakino* 
s omewhere— I do not exactly remember the place — said that when 
powei is given to our officials, it also involves heavy responsibilities, 
but our officials are unfortunately, remaiked, not giving enouo-h 
of importance to their responsibilities, and are think ii?<t 
moic oi their status and emoluments I Ihmk this is a very true 
statement of facts which none of us can deny Every one likes status 
and emoluments, but that should not make us blind to our responsibili- 
ties This, oui officials should not torget I have to think the leader 
of the opposition m almost corroboiatmg the points raised bv the 
Chief j\Iraister ui his statement I qtute agree with him whenlic suii 
that red-tapism is not tackled properly m our State Unfoitunatcly, 
tue Adminibtrativj Roforms Committee m their 24th iccommendation 
said that the existing system of office procediue m the Secretariat, 
office of the Board of Revenue, heads of depaitments and the District 
Offices need no change It is really very very unfoitui^ate The 
whole country is agita'-mg that there is too much of red-tapism and 
this red-tapism should be controlled at every stage Even administra- 
tive expats— some of them foreign are condemning this red- 
iapism m our procedure but our Administrative Rcfoims Coiximittee 
was blind to these statements because most of the members of the 
Committee %\ere only I C*S or IAS officers and no administrative 
expert from the University or some other literary depaitment ^/^s 
there If they had been there, I am sure thev would ha\e d^a-v^n their 
attention to these defects and would have given their wisei advJt _^ 

Vvlien the Guvcrnment implemented this Panchayat Ra] system, 
as our leadei of the opposition said, theie v/as a leal decentiali&ation 
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It may not be perfect Theie are a lot of defects m it, but still aa 
attempt is made at decentralisation If the same system is adopted 
m our services and some decentralisation is introduced I am sure to a 
great extent our red-tapism and cumbersome procedure can be reduced 
By' way of illustration, I give a simple example. Suppose a petition is 
given to the Minister It goes to the Secretariat From there, it 
passes through so many hands till it goes to the despatch 
section Despatch Section sends it to the heads of dcpartms. The heads of 
departments send it again to the district heads and so on One paper 
for which a reply could be got withm a few weeks takes months and 
months Take for example the questions that are put by our M L As 
Though the rule says that the answers should be got withm one month, 
it tal^s six months and even more and some times the questions that 
are put by the M L As become stale by the time the answer is got 
Therefore, Sir, it is high time that our Government as well as our 
officials think of a simpler procedure m our administration and see that 
red-tapism is minimised to a very great extent 

Another point with which I agree With the Leadci of the Opposi- 
tion is that the Legislature Secretariat should be separated from the 
GAD I think that has been almost the custom m all the advanced 
countries all over the World including the Parliament. In the Parlia- 
ment, I thmk Sir, the legislature secretariat is separate from the GAD 
I think if the suggestion of the leader of the opposition is followed, it 
will be very good and the legislature secretariat will be moie indepen- 
dent and moie efficient 

I do not agree With certain of his suggestions, Fiisl he said that 
the institution of the Governors has no place I do not agree with 
him The institution of the Governor forms the symbc^l of the State 
or a country and it is existing throughoub the World, No doubt, he 
has not many functions but he forms the symbol of the country 
and the State and he adds some sort of dignity to the varioi^s proce- 
dures of the State and helps also to co-ordinate the activites of the 
aives various Departments and some times he some sort of advice or 
suggestions cap(*eity to the various departmental heads or to the Minis-

^rt P Narasa Reddy {Nirmal) — Mr Speaker, Sir, I support 
the Demands presented by the hon Chief Minister under the 
two heads — State Legislature as well as Heads of Departments 

The opening speech of the hon Chief Minister that he is m to root 
out corruption and m that he wants the assistance from all the members 
of the Legislature is heartening He has also announced that the 
Aiti-Corruption Bureau that is functioning in the State is doing well 
and m days to come it would continue to do good work In this regard 
Mr. Spsak^r Sir, I would mvite the attention of the Government 
through you, that it is not enough to have one Anti-Corruption Bureau 
at the State level and then refer all such cases wherein complaints are 
naaie ii t\^ t\hx\ aid district level to that Bureau. I would quote an 
instance from Nirmal tiluk where the ryots had complained against 
the Sub-Inspector of Police for his high-handedness and enormous 
bnbes he had t^ken. The Superintendent of Police himself had gone 
to the place and taken statements from the ryots there and came to 
the conclusion that the Sub-Inspector was actually at fault and then 
suspended him. Subsequently, the Superintendent of Police was 
transferred and another Superintendent of Police had taken charge 
and he wanted to ascertain the facts from the same witnesses and foi^ 
that purpose those witnesses were summoned to various places to give 
evidence and witnesses had to cover 12 to 16 miles much to their in*- 
convenience. To add to that injury the concerned Sub-Inspector fiWd 
several complaints against those witnesses for the simple fact that they 
had made statements before the Superintendent of Police, for defama^ 
iion and so on The poor ryots had to face all such humiliation frosaof 
the Sub- Inspector and the case is still pending for the last se% eral ye&^*

Sn P. Narasa Beddy- In this connection, I would su^^gest that 
Tribunals may be appointed at the District and taluK levels m order 
that any person who has been harrassed h\ anv official for bribes and 
any such thing, could get inin:»ediate redressal and the Tribunal so 
appointed should enquire into sucli cases and dispose ot the mattei 
as soon as possible instead of ha\ irg a protracted enqun v and go on 
recording statements Therefore, I %\ould in\ite the attention of the 
Government tnat Tribuni?ls at the District and taluk le\els ma\ be 
appointed 

Coming to the other aspect wherein the public are also very 

much concerned, the administration m the Tahsil m the Revenue 

department, where the ryot of the village has some work or the other 

day m and day out, so far as Telangana is concerned, is being continued 

in the same old manner as it was prior to the reorganisation of the 

States i.e , m the old days of Nizam It is quite m contrast with 

what IS happening m Maharastra State which is adjacent to most of 

the Telangana Districts To give an instance, if an application is 

given by a ryot either for a taccavi loan or regarding any other matter 

for which he wants imtnediate redressal, reply is not sent to him fop 

months together In Maharastra State, there are registers wheran 

a reference is taxen whenever any body ^ives an application and 

withm a fortnight or so, a reply is given to the particular person. 

If such registers are not maintained here, then here is great scope for 

corruption. If an application is to be forwarded to the concerned 

Tahsildar by the concerned clerk, unless some emolument is either 

promised or giv<^n, the application would not move from des^c to desk. 

It can be imagined what the plight of the poor ryot would be if he wants 

to get any redressal or any information. If, for moving an application 

xrom one desk to another, some em')lument has to be given, then 

the purpose of the Revenue department at that level is not served and 

trying to put into execution so many develop-nental activities would 

not do any good to the ryot. I would therefore suggest that the 

maintenance of registers should be insisted upon so that poor ryots 

may get redressal very soon. So far as the apphcation of laws are 

concerned, they are tlie sole authority and the process is very dilatory. 

The common man feels that it would take many a day to get redressal. 

To quote an instance, the Electricity Department m my talu*c had 

cleared certain patta lands so that wires and poles may be established. 
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In the patta laiids most of tlic g ilm'ihar trees were cut down by the 
department Now, before the d^piiitmeril wanted to remove those 
trees, permission liad to he taken Irom the concerned Ttihsildar The 
Tahsildar reportc<l tne mxtfc^r to fxe Abkan offi *u\U and the Abkari 
officials m their turn referred the mailer to the Colleeloi. The Col- 
lector wanted a report fron> the concerned Tahsildar So, m this 
manner the paper was to>sed from pillar to post In the meanwhile, 
some people unknowiof^lv hxd taken away the trees which w^ere cut 
by the Electricity departme'it Sueb type of lafhargmrss and dila- 
tory tactics may be avoided li some of the snnj>Ie laws or simple rules 
are properly looked into* So far as the inspections that are conducted 
by the senior officers in the lower departinenLs are coiieerued, they 
are more or less stereo-tvped which do not to*ul or which do not verify 
or take out the defects lliat are existing n\ tliose departments* Usually 
the note put up by the subordinates oi i^iven b\ lue suboidutate is 
dittoed without going uito the details To quot*^ an msuiuee, if any 
assignment has been done illegallyor conln»ry lo ilie G* O., the in itter 
IS reported to the Revenue Divisional OilK*cr The report that is 
sought by the Tahsildar is ^iveii by a eler k wiio i ^ a new L D C That 
report is dittoed by other oflieials Ihroni^^h whom that report passes 
right up to the Revenue Divisional Offict^r and if a prolie is requested, 
time and again every officer would try to maintain the correctness 
of what has been written by the lower olfuM'iL Such officers do not 
care to consider the sub till lies and so necessary redress could not be 
obtained by an ordinary person On the other hand, such clerks or the 
persons concerned are givca cncouragemcitt I would sugge&t that 
where inspections are made, a new dynamic appro<ich should be made. 
It has to be inspected as to what is the nature of the ^mevances, in 
how many cases the grievances have been re<lressed, in how many 
cases the petitions were sent back, how many applicalionswere atten- 
ded to, m how many cases action lias been taKcn <uid how many case 
are pendmc? and since how long Such inspections should be made. 
Regarding the Forest Department, so far as Telangana is concerned 
there is abundance of forests. Inspite of the abundance of forests, 
the necessary implements which are needed for the ryot arc not catered 
to. To-day the hon. Minister for Forests said that the contractor 
had been asked to supply the necessary material to the ryots 
for their agricultural operations. This had not been completed by the 
contractor, with the result the ryot as usual comes into the forest and 
Hlicity fells all the standing trees and gives some amount to the concer- 
ned officer and gets back with the necessary implements. These 
implements are necessary for each and every ryot and m order that 
those necessary implements are given to them, we have suggested 
from the Zdla Parishad of Adilabad that depots may be maintained 
at forest circles so that the ryots may get the necessary implements 
at fan: prices. This suggestion is ruled out by the forest officers saying 
that to mamtain depots at the Ranger's quarters or at the forest 
quarters is cumbersome and would lead to j&nancial difficulties, 
and that therefore the suggestion is not feasible. I would respectfully 
mvite the attention of the Grovernment to this aspect, if m spite of the 
abundance of forests, necessary agricultural implements are not 

supplied to the ryots, it is needless to say that corruption would mcrease 

and forests would also be destroyed.
